APPROPRIATION ORDINANCE NO. A- Q 


AN ORDINANCE appropriating funds to the 
Barrett Law Revolving Improvement Fund 
pursuant to P.L. 176, Acts of 1979. 


WHEREAS , the 101st Indiana General Assembly adopted P.L. 176 
(previously identified as Senate Enrolled Act No. 243), Section 2(b) of 
which created and established under the City Controller a Barrett Law 
Revolving Improvement Fund to be funded initially by a transfer by this body 
of funds from the surplus Barrett Law Account; and 

WHEREAS , said Act authorizes the use of the monies in said 
Revolving Fund to facilitate the initiation, progress or completion of 
moderate-sized public improvement projects by advancing to the contractor 
all or part of the cost of the project; and 

WHEREAS, the City Controller has recommended that there be trans¬ 
ferred from the surplus Barrett Law Account to such Barrett Law Revolving 
Improvement Fund, pursuant to such authorization, the sum of $600,000.00; and 
WHEREAS, this body concurs with the City Controller that to proceed 
in accordance with the authority granted by Section 2 of P.L. 176 (1979) can 
facilitate the initiation, progress or completion of moderate-sized public 
improvement projects to the benefit of the entire city and its citizenry. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That, pursuant to I.C. 18-6-5-29.5 as added by Public 
Law 176, Acts of 1979 (previously, Senate Enrolled Act No. 243) there is 
hereby transferred from the Surplus Barrett Law Account to the Barrett Law 
Revolving Improvement Fund created and established by Section 2 of said Public 
Law, the sum of six hundred thousand ($600,000.00) dollars. 

SECTION 2. That this Resolution shall be effective on passage and 
approval by the Mayor.
